church auditorium was filled, the 
galleries were crowded and vesti- 
bules were brimming1 over with in- 
terested persona. Many stood out- 
side the church to hear this prom- 
inent speaker who made his first 
appearance in this city. 


Still possessing a good speaking 


voice and carrying out his unique 
platform and pulpit activity, Mr. 
Sunday greatly pleased the crowd 
which heard him. 
He began to 


talk at about 8 o'clock and before 
he had progressed 15 minutes he 
had taken his coat off and tossed 
it to Rev. Toensmeier. 


AIMS AT SAIXX>N 


Blow after blow was aimed at 


the saloon by the speaker who 
has devoted his entire life to this 
problem. He has helped in many 
campaigns to dry up cities, coun- 
ties and states and the wets blame 
him for creating much of the senti- 
ment that eventually crystallized 
the Eighteenth amendment. 


A speech by Billy Sunday is al- 


most impossible to describe. His 
natural use of simllies and com- 
parisons, his profusion of adjectives 
is probably not matched by any

Inspection is next in order, fol- 


lowing which they are re-graded 
for odd-si2."J:d beets. They are then 
placed in cans, so many of each 
sized beet going into each, can 
Placed under an exhaust heat-of 
170 degrees the cans are ready to 
be sealed. 


The cooking process, conducted 


also at a temperature of 240 de- 
grees, completes the routine of 
beet canning. 


Eight or ten loads of beets av- 


eraging a ton per load are gener- 
ally handled at each factory here. 


Prospects for the late beets are 


not very good this season because 
of bad germination caused by the 
recent heat wave. However, early 
beets are good both in quantity 
and quality.

MOSCOW, July 14.— The ambi- 


tious attempt of the French avia- 
tors, Joseph Lebrix and Margel 
Doret, to make a 6000-mile non- 
stop flight from Paris to Tokyo 
came to grief last night on the 
wastes of eastern Siberia, accord- 
ing to a message received in Mos- 
cow today. 


The plane cracked up near the 


desolate village of Sheberti, not 
far from Nizhmthininsk and ap- 
proximately 
3.600 miles 
from 


Paris. The aviators and their me- 
chanic, Rene Mesmln, saved their 
lives by leaping with parachutes 
from the falling machine. 


TWO ARE UNHURT

BANKS WILL ASSIST 


O f f e r of International 


Bank Staves Off Ruin 


BERLIN. July 14— With Ger- 


many battling against terrific odds 
to stave off bankruptcy and collap- 
se, financial panic spread through- 
out central Europe today. 


One large bank in Rumania 


closed their doors forcing govern- 
ment authorities to take drastic 
measures to prevent a general run 
on financial instituations and du- 
plications of the flight of capital 
that has left Germany prey to 
fears of ruin and revolt. 


On the heels of these finsdcal 


failures in countries bordering1 on 
Germany came the first crash 
since the crisis between German 
fascists and communists. The two 
radical parties which are waiting 
only a favorable opportunity to 
turn Chancellor Heinrich Bruning's 
cabinet out of office and seize the 
reins of government. 


The sharp report of police pis- 


tols broke the silence that baa des- 
cened like a pall over Berlin with 
closing of all banks and stock ex- 
changes and consequent virtual 
cessation of business. One com- 
munist was killed and several riot- 
ers injured before the antagonists 
were dispersed. Three were arrest- 
ed. 


Spread of Germanys money pan- 


ic to Rumania, Hungry and Aus- 
tria was not unexpected, as these 
countries, as well as many others 
of central Europe, are largely de- 
pendent for their existence upon 
trade with Germany 


Fearing wholsale withdrawals 


such as left the Reich's financial 
structure weak and tottering, the 
Hungarian government ordered all 
banks closed for a period of three 
days. At Jassy in Rumania, the 
bank of Dacia.^pne'oftthe cduntrysf 
largest 
finanical 
instituations, 


went under, while the Mercur bank 
in Vienna, an affiliate of the Darm- 
straedter Und national bank, the 
huge German organization whose 
closing precipitated the present 
crisis, was forced to close its doors 


The general opinion prevailing 


here was that the bank for Inter- 
national settlements, at its meet- 
Ing in Basle, Switzerland, while ex- 
tending a measure of temporary 
aid to the embattled Reich had act- 
ually thrown cold water on its hop- 
es of obtaining long-term credit. 


The feeling was growing that the 


bank's decision merely to extend 
for another three months ila per- 
tion of the $100,000,000 credit ac- 
corded to Germany had" served to 
Isolate the Reich from the reserves 
of fresh gold she feels is needed to 
stave off ruin.

ing 10 per cent of the voters, are 
required. 
The petitions were cir-

Ministers at M4rtins Ferry, where 
Sunday shows have long been ban- 
ned, declare they do not oppose a 
referendum on the proposition of 
allowing Sunday shows, but de- 
mand that the burden for such a 
vote fall on the advocates of Sun- 
day theatricals.
